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Introduction  to  the  Public  Accounts 

The  1997-98  Public  Accounts  of  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan  are  organized  into  two  reports: 

Volume  1 contains  the  General  Revenue  Fund  Financial  Statements  and  the  Summary  Financial  Statements. 
These  are  the  main  financial  statements  of  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan. 

The  General  Revenue  Fund  Financial  Statements  account  for  the  financial  transactions  of  the  General  Revenue 
Fund.  All  public  money  is  paid  into  the  General  Revenue  Fund  except  where  the  Legislative  Assembly  has  directed 
otherwise.  The  General  Revenue  Fund  is  available  for  appropriation  for  the  public  services  of  Saskatchewan. 

The  Summary  Financial  Statements  consolidate  the  financial  transactions  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  Crown 
corporations,  agencies,  boards  and  commissions.  These  consolidated  statements  provide  a full  accounting  of  the 
financial  affairs  and  resources  of  all  entities  for  which  the  Government  is  responsible. 

Volume  1 also  contains  detailed  information  on  public  issue  debentures  and  debentures  issued  to  the  Minister  of 
Finance  of  Canada. 

Volume  2 contains  the  following: 

• details  on  the  revenue  and  expenditure  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund;  and, 

• other  information  including  financial  information  on  the  assets,  liabilities  and  residual  balances  of  superannuation 
and  trust  funds  administered  by  the  Government,  and  a listing  of  remissions  of  taxes  and  fees.

Sources  of  Additional  Information 

Financial  Statements  Compendium 

This  is  a two-part  report  comprised  of  the  financial  statements  of  various  government  boards,  agencies, 
commissions,  superannuation  funds,  special  purpose  funds  and  institutions,  as  well  as  Crown  corporations  which 
are  accountable  to  the  Treasury  Board. 

Annual  Reports  of  Saskatchewan  Crown  Corporations 

This  is  a compendium  of  the  financial  reports  of  Crown  corporations  that  are  accountable  to  the  Crown  Investments 
Corporation. 

Budget  Address 

The  Government  of  Saskatchewan  presents  a budget  each  year,  usually  early  in  the  spring.  At  this  time,  a 
document  containing  the  Budget  Address  and  budget  papers  is  tabled. 

Saskatchewan  Estimates 

The  Government’s  spending  estimates  for  the  year  commencing  April  1 are  presented  to  the  members  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  following  presentation  of  the  Budget  Address  by  the  Minister  of  Finance.  The  Estimates 
outline  the  detailed  estimates  of  revenue,  expenditure,  loans,  advances,  and  investments  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  approval  in  the  form  of  The  Appropriation  Act. 

Province  of  Saskatchewan  Mid-Year  Financial  Report 

This  report,  released  in  November,  provides  an  update  on  the  General  Revenue  Fund’s  revenue,  expenditure, 
surplus,  and  debt  reflecting  economic  changes  and  other  developments  to  the  mid-point  of  the  fiscal  year.  Updates 
on  the  Province’s  economy  are  also  provided. 
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Guide  to  Volume  2 

Volume  2 reports  details  of  revenue  and  expenditure  by  department  for  the  General  Revenue  Fund.  In  addition, 
Volume  2 provides  financial  information  on  superannuation  and  trust  funds  administered  by  the  Government  and  a 
listing  of  remissions  of  taxes  and  fees. 

Information  for  the  General  Revenue  Fund  is  organized  and  reported  as  follows: 

1 . Schedules  of  revenue  by  department  and  source,  and  revenue  detail  by  department. 

2.  Schedules  comparing  appropriations  and  expenditures  by  department  as  well  as  by  program. 

3.  Details  of  expenditure  by  department.  These  details  are  organized  as  follows: 

Department  Mandates  - A description  of  the  mandates  and  major  program  areas  of  each  department  is 
provided. 

Expenditure  Summary  - A matrix  shows  the  expenditure  amount  for  each  program  area  (subvote). 
Expenditures  are  grouped  into  major  categories  described  below: 

• Personal  Services 

Salaries,  wages,  honorariums  and  compensation  paid  to  employees,  as  well  as  others  who  provided 
personal  services.  Extraordinary  amounts  paid  as  compensation  upon  severance  of  employment  are  noted 
below  the  matrix. 

• Travel 

Travel  expenditures  incurred  by  employees,  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  others  who 
provided  personal  services  to  the  government. 

• Transfers 

Transfers  to  or  on  behalf  of  individuals,  local  authorities  and  other  third  parties,  for  which  the  government 
does  not  receive  any  goods  or  services  directly  in  return. 

• Contract  Services 

Expenditures  for  a wide  variety  of  specialized  professional  services  provided  to  departments. 

• Communications 

Expenditures  related  to  communications  activity,  including  promotion  of  programs;  and  non-promotional 
expenditures  such  as  those  related  to  exhibits,  displays,  and  the  printing  of  educational  and  informational 
material  and  annual  reports. 

• Supplies  and  Services 

Expenditures  for  the  acquisition  of  supplies  and  services  used  or  required  to  carry  out  programs. 

• Equipment  and  Other  Assets 

Expenditures  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  other  assets  used  by  departments  in  the  delivery  of 
government  programs. 

• Other  Expenditures 

Expenditures  which  do  not  fit  in  any  of  the  above  categories. 

Personal  Services  - A list  of  individuals  (excluding  unionized  employees)  who  received  $2,500  or  more  for 
salaries,  wages,  honorariums  and  compensation  for  personal  service. 

Travel  - A list  of  the  amounts  for  Ministers'  travel  expenditures. 

Transfers  - Listing,  by  program,  of  recipients  who  received  $5,000  or  more.  Details  are  not  provided  for  high 
volume  programs  of  a universal  nature  or  income  security  and  other  programs  of  a confidential  and  personal 
nature. 

Supplier  Payments  - A list  of  payees  who  received  $20,000  or  more  for  the  provision  of  goods  and  services. 

Other  Expenditures  - Listing  of  payees,  who  received  $20,000  or  more,  for  expenditures  not  included  in  other 
categories. 
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Additional  information  is  reported  for  two  departments: 

• Highways  and  Transportation  - A report  on  major  maintenance  and  capital  expenditures  by  highway  and 
airport. 

• Legislation  - Schedules  of  payments  to  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  serving  on  committees 
and  boards  as  well  as  for  their  indemnities,  allowances  and  expenditures  as  members. 

Other  Information 

Volume  2 contains  financial  information  on  the  assets,  liabilities  and  residual  balances  of  superannuation  and  trust 
funds  administered  by  the  government. 

Volume  2 lists  individuals  or  companies  that  were  granted  remissions  of  taxes  or  fees.  A remission  is  a return  of  or 
an  exemption  from  liability  to  pay  a tax,  royalty,  rental  or  fee  payable  to  the  Crown.  Section  24  of  The  Financial 
Administration  Act,  1993  provides  that  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  remissions  where  he/she 
considers  it  to  be  in  the  public  interest  or  that  great  hardship  or  injustice  to  persons  would  otherwise  occur.  The  Act 
permits  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  grant  remissions  where  the  amount  is  not  greater  than  $1 ,000.

Agriculture  and  Food  (Vote  1) 

The  Department’s  mandate  is  to  add  value  to  agriculture  by 
fostering  a commercially  viable,  self-sufficient  and  sustainable 
Saskatchewan  agriculture  and  food  industry,  in  partnership 
with  industry. 


Administration  (Subvote  AG01) 

Objective 

To  provide  executive  direction,  leadership,  and  central 
administration  to  facilitate  the  delivery  of  services  to  the 
agriculture  and  food  industry. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  includes  executive,  central  administrative  and 
human  resource  services.  It  provides  administrative  support 
to  branches  and  agencies  in  the  following  areas:  financial 
services,  facilities,  purchasing,  transportation,  mail, 
information  technology,  strategic  planning,  organizational 
development,  business  process  improvement,  program 
evaluation,  legislative  services,  human  resources,  and 
payroll. 

Accommodation  and  Central  Services 

(Subvote  AG02) 

Objective 

To  provide  payment  to  the  Saskatchewan  Property 
Management  Corporation  for  office  accommodations  and 
other  services. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  funding  to  the  Saskatchewan  Property 
Management  Corporation  to  deliver  a variety  of  services 
which  support  departmental  operations  including  office  and 
regional  facilities  rental,  office  furniture,  mail  and 
photographic  services,  and  records  management:  and  for  the 
delivery  of  services  for  minor  facility  renovation  as  well  as  the 
delivery  of  capital  projects  for  the  offices  and  the  regional 
facilities. 

Agriculture  Industry  Assistance 

(Subvote  AG03) 

Objective 

To  provide  a variety  of  grant,  compensation,  and  assistance 
programs  to  support  development  of  the  agricultural  industry 
and  to  provide  assistance  to  individual  producers  and  industry 
organizations. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  financial  assistance  directed  to  various 
agricultural  organizations  which  provide  services, 
administrative  assistance,  and  financial  assistance  to  support 
the  agriculture  and  food  industry. 


Land  Management  (Subvote  AG04) 

Objective 

To  manage  and  administer  agricultural  Crown  land,  including 
the  Saskatchewan  community  pastures  program,  while 
promoting  integrated  land  use  and  a sustainable  land 
resource;  to  manage  the  Farm  Land  Leaseback  Program. 


Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  support  and  service  to  Crown  land 
users  to  ensure  economical  and  environmental  sustainability. 
It  administers  agricultural  Crown  land  lease  and  sale  billings, 
collections  and  accounting.  It  also  provides  supplementary 
grazing  and  beef  management  services  for  Saskatchewan 
livestock  producers  to  enhance  livestock  diversification  while 
improving  environmental  and  agricultural  sustainability  of 
marginal  lands. 

It  also  manages  the  Farm  Land  Leaseback  Program  which 
provides  security  of  land  tenure  through  a long-term  lease  for 
farmers  who  find  it  necessary  to  transfer  title  of  their  land  to 
lending  institutions. 

Livestock  and  Veterinary  Operations 

(Subvote  AG  12) 

Objective 

To  support  development  of  the  domestic  livestock  and  game 
farm  industry  by  providing  livestock  inspection  services, 
disease  control  and  animal  health  services  and  environmental 
assessment  for  intensive  livestock  operations;  to  manage  the 
Production  Associations  Loan  Guarantee  Program. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  administers  livestock  inspection  services  for 
domestic  livestock  and  game  farm  animals  to  protect  and 
confirm  ownership  of  livestock.  It  also  provides  dairy 
laboratory  and  veterinary  diagnostic  service  and  advice  to  the 
industry.  It  assesses  and  decides  on  waste  management 
systems  for  intensive  livestock  operations  and  provides 
regulatory  and  licensing  support  related  to  fur  and  game 
farming,  livestock  dealers,  livestock  identification,  and  egg 
and  poultry  production. 

It  also  manages  the  Production  Associations  Loan  Guarantee 
Program  for  livestock  purchases. 


Policy  and  Planning  (Subvote  AG05) 

Objective 

To  provide  direction  and  leadership  in  the  analysis, 
development  and  design  of  agricultural  policies  and  programs 
to  improve  the  economic  environment  facing  Saskatchewan 
farmers  and  to  assist  farmers  in  making  effective 
management  decisions. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  includes  policy  and  program  development, 
statistics  and  communications.  It  provides  direction  and 
leadership  in  policy  analysis,  trade  and  market  analysis,  land 
and  environmental  issues,  and  agricultural  statistical  data  for 
the  agricultural  sector,  and  provides  the  development,  design 
and  analysis  of  agricultural  income  support  and  stabilization 
programs. 

It  also  provides  a centralized  agriculture  and  food  statistical 
information  collection,  retrieval,  analysis  and  distribution 
system  through  maintenance  of  a cooperative  working 
relationship  with  federal  and  provincial  agencies  in  the 
national  agriculture  statistics  system,  development  of 
information  collection  systems  and  a statistical  publication 
program.  It  also  responds  to  requests  for  agriculture  and  food 
industry  information. 

It  develops  communication  and  marketing  strategies  for 
development  and  improvement  of  the  industry. 
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Agriculture  Research  (Subvote  AG06) 

Objective 

To  provide  funding  to  support  research  into  the  development 
of  new  agricultural  technology  and  to  facilitate  diversification 
and  value-added  opportunities  in  the  agriculture  and  food 
industry. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  financial  assistance  for  research  and 
development  programs  and  projects.  As  part  of  the  process, 
the  program  helps  individuals  and  groups  to  identify  and 
evaluate  innovative  technologies,  coordinates  review  of 
research  and  development  projects,  negotiates  research  and 
development  project  contracts,  and  prepares  project 
information  for  the  end  user.  The  program  helps  the  agri-food 
industry  to  develop  direction  for  research  and  development 
and  coordinates  co-funding  of  projects  by  other  agencies  and 
industry  groups. 

Agriculture  Development 

(Subvote  AG07) 

Objective 

To  facilitate  development,  expansion,  and  diversification  of 
the  agriculture  and  food  industry;  to  administer  the  Agri-Food 
Equity  Fund. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  includes  industry  development,  sustainable 
production  and  extension  services.  It  provides  production, 
management  and  sector  specialist  services,  evaluates 
potential  markets,  and  develops  business  strategies  for  those 
markets.  It  provides  field  services  to  meet  client  needs  on 
technical  agricultural  production  and  advancements,  and 
management  advisory  services;  and  to  pursue  and  support 
diversification  and  value-added  opportunities  on  the  farm  and 
beyond  the  farmgate.  It  also  targets  the  promotion  and 
sustainability  of  the  Saskatchewan  pork  industry  through 
specialized  services. 

It  manages  the  Agri-Food  Equity  Fund  which  purchases 
equity  in  small  businesses,  and  provides  unsecured  financing 
in  the  form  of  debentures  and  other  securities  (e.g. 
shareholders’  loans) . Investments  are  limited  to  $1,000,000 
and  49  percent  of  a company’s  shares. 


Agricultural  Credit  Corporation  of 
Saskatchewan  (Subvote  AG09) 

Objective 

To  administer  and  collect  the  outstanding  loan  portfolio  and 
guarantees  of  the  Agricultural  Credit  Corporation  of 
Saskatchewan. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  assistance  to  customers  to  settle 
outstanding  accounts  or  to  facilitate  refinancing  agreements 
with  other  lenders. 

Saskatchewan  Crop  Insurance 
Corporation  (Subvote  AGIO) 

Objective 

To  provide  funding  for  insurance  programs  which  protect 
agricultural  producers  from  crop  production  failures  due  to 
natural  hazards,  as  provided  under  agreements  between  the 
Governments  of  Canada  and  Saskatchewan;  to  administer 
the  Waterfowl  Damage  Compensation  and  the  Big  Game 
Damage  Compensation  programs. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  insurance  and  compensation 
programs,  for  the  Saskatchewan  farming  community,  for  crop 
loss  due  to  natural  causes.  This  includes  providing  program 
awareness,  gathering  and  compiling  crop  yields,  maintaining 
insurance  coverage  and  premiums,  calculating  individual 
yield-loss,  ensuring  program  compliance  and  maintaining 
contact  with  the  federal  government  and  provincial 
government.  It  also  provides  the  provincial  government’s 
portion  of  crop  insurance  premiums,  livestock  feed  premiums 
and  waterfowl  crop  damage  compensation  payments. 

It  administers  the  Big  Game  Damage  Compensation 
Program. 


Farm  Income  Stability  (Subvote  AG08) 

Objective 

To  provide  provincial  contributions  to  the  Whole  Farm  Net 
Income  Stabilization  Account  (NISA)  program  to  help  stabilize 
farm  income. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Net  Income  Stabilization  Account  provides  for  producers 
to  contribute  three  percent  of  eligible  net  sales  (ENS)  of 
eligible  commodities  to  stabilization  accounts.  Eligible 
commodities,  in  Saskatchewan,  include  all  agricultural 
commodities  except  those  under  supply  management. 
Contributions  to  accounts  are  matched  by  governments. 
Participants  can  trigger  a payment  if  their  gross  margin  in  any 
year  falls  below  the  five-year  average  or  if  their  farm  income 
falls  below  $20,000  ($10,000  for  a single  farmer).

To  work  in  partnership  with  Saskatchewan  exporters  and 
emerging  exporters  to  maximize  commercial  success  in 
global  ventures.  STEP  is  an  industry/government  partnership 
which  supports  international  and  domestic  marketing 
activities  of  its  members  and  clients  for  the  benefit  of 
Saskatchewan. 

Program  Delivery 

The  key  functions  of  this  program  are  to  provide 
Saskatchewan  exporters  and  emerging  exporters  with 
information  and  services  in  the  areas  of  market  intelligence, 
market  development,  export  finance,  education  and  training, 
and  commercialization  of  public  sector  data,  technology  and 
expertise;  and  to  provide  a federal/provincial  liaison.  A grant 
is  provided  to  the  Saskatchewan  Trade  and  Export 
Partnership  Inc.  to  deliver  these  services  which  enable 
exporters  to  succeed  in  the  international  marketplace. 


Office  of  Northern  Affairs 

(Subvote  EC  10)

To  foster  the  continued  economic  and  social  development  of 
northern  Saskatchewan  communities.  The  Office  works  in 
partnership  with  provincial  departments  and  the  communities 
to  enhance  the  planning,  coordination,  integration,  and 
implementation  of  government  policies,  programs,  and 
projects  benefiting  northern  Saskatchewan. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Office  provides  a range  of  financial  and  program  services 
to  support  new  development  and  expansion  of  small  and 
medium-sized  northern  businesses  and  industries,  to 
establish  and  maintain  Community-based  Regional  Economic 
Development  Organizations  (CREDOs),  and  to  increase 
access  of  northern  businesses  to  marketing,  promotion, 
research  and  development,  and  other  resources.

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Energy  and  Mines  (Vote  23) 

The  mandate  of  the  Department  is  to  achieve  full  and 
responsible  development  of  Saskatchewan's  energy  and 
mineral  resources  to  create  jobs  and  sustain  economic 
activity  in  the  Province;  and  to  optimize  revenues  to  fund 
government  programs  and  services. 


Administration  (Subvote  EM01) 

Objective 

To  provide  executive  direction,  leadership,  central 
administration,  financial  and  human  resource  management, 
and  central  computer  services  to  the  department;  and  to 
provide  communication  services. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  leadership  and  direction,  internal 
administrative  services,  personnel  services,  and  legislative 
coordination;  develops,  coordinates,  and  maintains  computer 
system  services  within  the  department;  and  produces, 
promotes,  and  distributes  information  on  Saskatchewan's 
resources  to  the  resource  industries  and  the  general  public. 

Accommodation  and  Central  Services 

(Subvote  EM02) 

Objective 

To  compensate  the  Saskatchewan  Property  Management 
Corporation  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  and  central 
services  to  the  department. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  payments  for  office,  storage  and 
laboratory  accommodations,  mail  services,  records 
management,  and  minor  renovation  services. 


Mineral  Revenues  (Subvote  EM03) 

Objective 

To  collect  and  audit  resource  revenues  from  industry;  to 
maintain  a registry  of  mineral  rights;  to  provide  compensation 
to  former  owners  of  oil  and  natural  gas  mineral  rights 
acquired  by  the  Crown;  and  to  provide  payments  to  holders  of 
mineral  trust  certificates. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  implements  and  maintains  appropriate  mineral 
revenue  collecting,  recording,  compensation,  and  auditing 
programs;  and  maintains  a mineral  ownership  records 
system. 

Exploration  and  Geological  Services 

(Subvote  EM04) 

Objective 

To  identify  and  promote  exploration  and  development 
opportunities  in  the  Province  by  collecting,  analysing,  and 
distributing  geoscientific  data  and  undertaking  research 
projects;  and  to  administer  the  disposition  (leasing)  of  Crown 
minerals. 


Program  Delivery 

This  program  performs  geological  and  mineralogical  studies; 
maintains  a geoscientific  data  base;  promotes  resource 
development  through  publications,  meetings,  displays,  and 
individual  consultations;  and  assesses  petroleum  and  mineral 
exploration  results.  It  also  monitors  mining  operations  for 
conservation  practices;  maintains  records  of  mining  and 
exploration  activities,  production,  and  value  of  sales;  and 
administers  the  disposition  of  Crown  mineral  rights,  other  than 
oil,  gas,  helium,  and  oil  shale.  The  program  also  provides 
royalty  and  economic  forecasts  for  base  metals  and  gold,  and 
negotiates  arrangements  for  federal  participation  in  mineral 
development. 

Petroleum  and  Natural  Gas 

(Subvote  EM05) 

Objective 

To  develop  and  administer  tax  structures  to  optimize

The  mandate  of  the  Department  is  to  manage,  enhance  and

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  payment  to  the  Saskatchewan 
Property  Management  Corporation  for  office  and  park 
facilities,  accommodations,  mail  and  photographic  services, 
and  records  management. 


Operations  (Subvote  ER08) 

Objective 

To  deliver  park,  forest,  fish,  wildlife,  environmental  protection, 
and  resource  lands  programs  to  the  public. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  administers  resource  conservation, 
enforcement  of  resource  and  environmental  regulations, 
management  of  parks  and  recreation  areas,  maintenance  and 
construction  of  program  facilities,  radio  communications 
management,  and  assistance  in  forest  fire  suppression.

Forestry  (Subvote  ER09)

forest  products  and  mitigate  the  effects  of  natural  forces  that 
degrade  forests.

This  program  maintains  a forest  resource  database  for 
management  of  commercial  forests;  encourages  economic 
opportunities  using  timber  and  other  forest  products;

programs,  plus  through  fish  habitat  protection,  restoration, 
and  fish  harvest  allocations.  It  ensures  public  and 
government  involvement  in  implementation  of  all  wildlife 
management  programs  for  the  optimum  social  and  economic 
benefits  of  Saskatchewan  residents.  It  also  provides  grant 
funding  for  the  Saskatchewan  Wetland  Conservation 
Corporation. 

Fish  and  Wildlife  Development  Fund 

(Subvote  ER07) 

Objective 

To  maintain  and  enhance  fish  and  wildlife  within  the  Province. 
Program  Delivery 

This  program  supports  the  maintenance  and  enhancement  of 
fish  and  wildlife  resources  in  the  Province  through  the  use  of 
thirty  percent  of  revenue  received  from  the  sale  of  hunting 
and  fishing  licences.

In  addition  this  program  receives  employee  contributions  and 
makes  payments  for  the  Deferred  Salary  Leave  Plan.

Health  (Vote  32) 

The  mandate  of  the  Department  is  to  provide  leadership  and 
vision  for  the  health  system  in  order  to  protect  and  improve 
the  health  of  Saskatchewan  people.  The  Department,  in  a 
variety  of  partnerships,  carries  out  this  mandate  by 
establishing  policy  direction,  setting  and  monitoring 
standards,  providing  funding,  supporting  district  health  boards 
and  ensuring  the  provision  of  essential  and  appropriate 
services  to  Saskatchewan  residents. 


Administration  (Subvote  HE01) 

Objective 

To  provide  executive  direction,  leadership,  central 
administration  and  financial  and  human  resource 
management  services  to  the  department. 

Program  Delivery 

Administration  and  Human  Resources:  this  program  provides 
executive  direction,  and  financial  and  human  resource 
services  to  the  department. 

Accommodation  and  Central  Services 

(Subvote  HE02) 

Objective 

To  provide  for  payments  to  the  Saskatchewan  Property 
Management  Corporation  for  office  accommodations  and 
other  services. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  funding  to  the  Saskatchewan  Property 
Management  Corporation  for  office  and  regional  health 
facilities  accommodation,  mail  and  photographic  services, 
records  management  and  minor  renovation  services. 

District  Health  Services  and  Support 

(Subvote  HE03) 

Objective 

To  provide  funding  and  support  to  district  health  boards  for 
the  delivery  of  health  services.  It  also  funds  related  health 
organizations  and  services. 

Program  Delivery 

Acute  and  Rehabilitation  Services:  this  program  provides 
funding  for  in-province  hospital  services,  and  health  and 
wellness  centres. 

Long-term  Care  Services:  this  program  provides  funding  for 
special-care  homes,  long-term  care  hospital  beds  and 
community  outreach  programs. 

Home-based  Services:  this  program  provides  funding  for 
home  care  services. 

Community  Services:  this  program  provides  funding  for 
mental  health  services,  public  health  nursing,  public  health 
inspection,  nutrition  counselling,  early  childhood  psychology, 
speech  and  language  therapy,  dental  health  education, 
physiotherapy,  occupational  therapy,  chiropody  and  addiction 
treatment  services. 

Emergency  Response  Services:  this  program  provides 
funding  for  emergency  medical  transportation,  subsidizes 
road  ambulance  trips  for  senior  citizens,  and  funds  air 
transportation  costs. 

Health  Organizations  and  Services:  this  program  provides 
funding  for  health  activities  and  organizations  which  provide 
health  services  that  complement  district  delivered  services. 


Saskatchewan  Cancer  Agency:  this  program  provides 
funding  for  the  delivery  of  cancer  control  programs  and 
services. 

District  Health  Board  Elections:  this  program  provides 
funding  for  district  health  board  elections. 

District  Programs  Support:  this  program  provides 
comprehensive  support  for  district  health  services.  It  also 
facilitates  effective  delivery  of  prevention,  protection  and 
health  promotion  services  using  a population  based 
approach. 

Provincial  Health  Services  and 
Support  (Subvote  HE04) 

Objective 

To  provide  provincially  delivered  health  services  and  provide 
support  in  defining  and  implementing  the  framework  for  the 
delivery  of  health  services  (including  policy  and  planning, 
communications,  information  technology  services  and  vital 
statistics).  It  also  funds  related  health  activities  and 
organizations. 

Program  Delivery 

Provincial  Community  Health  Services:  this  program  provides 
funding  for  non-government  mental  health,  community  and 
addiction  services. 

Northern  Health  Services:  this  program  provides  community- 
based  administration  and  delivery  of  a variety  of  health 
services  including  primary  care,  public  health  nursing,  mental 
health  services,  physician  services,  children's  dental  services, 
home  care,  public  health  inspection,  nutrition  counselling, 
speech  and  language  pathology,  health  education  and 
substance  abuse  counselling.  It  also  provides  payments  for 
medically  related  transportation  in  the  north. 

Provincial  Laboratory:  this  program  provides  laboratory 
services  for  the  diagnosis,  treatment  and  prevention  of 
diseases  and  health  risks. 

Health  Research:  this  program  provides  funding  to  the 
University  of  Saskatchewan  and  the  Saskatchewan  Cancer 
Agency  to  assist  them  in  carrying  out  health  research  for  the 
Province.  It  also  provides  funding  to  the  Health  Services 
Utilization  and  Research  Commission  to  review  the  utilization 
of  health  services  by  Saskatchewan  residents,  and  to 
administer  research  grant  competitions  for  the  Province. 
Provincial  Programs  Support:  this  program  provides  planning 
and  policy  development,  communications  and  information 
technology  services  to  the  department.  Provincial  registration 
of  vital  events  (births,  deaths  and  marriages)  is  also  included 
in  this  program. 

Medical  Services  and  Medical 
Education  Programs  (Subvote  HE06) 

Objective 

To  provide  coverage  for  medical  services  (including 
community  laboratory  and  radiology  services),  clinical 
education,  and  specified  chiropractic,  optometric  and  dental 
health  costs  including  insured  out-of-province  medical  and 
hospital  costs  incurred  by  Saskatchewan  residents. 

Program  Delivery 

Medical  Services  - Fee-for-Service:  this  program  provides 
funding  for  insured  services  provided  by  physicians. 

Medical  Services  - Non-Fee-for-Service:  this  program 
provides  funding  for  salaried  and  contract  physicians 
providing  mental  health  and  northern  health  services,  medical 
remuneration  for  physicians  in  hospitals  and  the 
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Saskatchewan  Cancer  Agency.  It  also  includes  funding  for 
the  Student  Health  Centre  in  Saskatoon,  community  clinics 
and  private  labs. 

Medical  Education  System:  this  program  provides  financial 
assistance  for  clinical  services  provided  through  the  College 
of  Medicine,  University  of  Saskatchewan  by  interns, 
residents,  and  faculty  members. 

Chiropractic  Services:  this  program  provides  funding  on  a co- 
payment basis  for  insured  services  provided  by  chiropractors. 
Optometric  Services:  this  program  provides  funding  for 
insured  services  provided  by  optometrists  (children  under  18). 
Dental  Services:  this  program  provides  funding  for  certain 
insured  services  provided  by  dentists. 

Out-of-Province:  this  program  provides  coverage  to 
Saskatchewan  residents  for  insured  health  services  provided 
out  of  the  Province. 

Program  Support  and  Registration:  this  program  administers 
fee  negotiation  and  consultations  with  various  professional 
associations;  establishes  assessment  rules  and  processes 
payments  for  claims  made  under  the  programs;  maintains  a 
comprehensive  statistical  system  used  to  process  claims; 
accumulates  program  data;  and  manages  a professional 
review  process.  This  program  also  maintains  a central 
registry  of  residents  who  are  eligible  for  health  care  benefits 
and  issues  health  cards  to  eligible  residents. 


Supplementary  Health  Program:  this  program  provides 
payments  for  covered  services  which  include  medical 
examinations  and  reports  requested  by  Social  Services, 
dental  treatment,  optical  services,  chiropractic  services,  non- 
formulary prescription  drugs,  most  medical  supplies  and 
appliances  prescribed  by  physicians  which  are  not  provided 
under  other  assistance  programs. 

Multi-Provincial  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  Assistance: 
this  program  provides  assistance  to  persons  infected  with  the 
Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  through  the  Canadian  blood 
system. 


Health  Capital  (Subvote  HE09) 

Objective 

To  provide  for  the  provincial  portion  of  construction  and 
renovation  projects  for  health  facilities. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  funding  for  the  provincial  contribution 
for  renovation  and  construction  of  health  facilities,  and 
overseeing  the  design,  construction,  and  administration 
aspects  of  the  projects.  Approved  capital  costs  may  include 
project  administration,  consulting,  land  acquisition, 
construction,  and  related  costs. 


Drug  Plan  and  Extended  Benefits 

(Subvote  HE08) 

Objective 

To  provide  subsidies  for  approved  prescription  drugs  where 
costs  exceed  certain  levels.  There  is  additional  support  for 
people  with  special  needs,  such  as  having  high  drug  costs  in 
relation  to  income.  It  also  funds  supplementary  health 
benefits  for  low-income  Saskatchewan  residents  and  funds 
independent  living  aids  including  oxygen,  prosthetics  and 
other  devices.  It  also  provides  an  assistance  package  for 
persons  infected  with  the  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus 
through  the  Canadian  blood  system. 

Program  Delivery 

Saskatchewan  Prescription  Drug  Plan:  this  program 
administers  claims  processing,  policies,  and  procedures.  The 
pharmacy  claims  processing  network  maintains  a 
comprehensive  database  in  order  to  adjudicate  and  pay  for 
prescription  drug  claims,  to  determine  the  consumer  share  of 
prescription  cost  at  the  time  of  dispensing,  to  guarantee 
maximum  prices  from  manufacturers,  and  to  establish 
maximum  wholesale  mark-ups,  pharmacy  mark-ups,  and 
pharmacy  dispensing  fees.  The  program  supports  the 
formulary  process  used  to  select  cost-effective  drug  therapy 
for  reimbursement.  The  Branch  also  facilitates  use  of  the 
drug  database. 

Saskatchewan  Aid  to  Independent  Living:  this  program 
administers  and  directs  the  delivery  of  a series  of  universal 
and  extended  benefit  programs  to  eligible  clients,  including 
free  loaners,  and  the  repair  and  recycling  of  assorted  mobility, 
environmental,  respiratory,  and  vision  aids.  It  also  provides 
cost  coverage  of  prosthetics,  orthotics,  home  oxygen  therapy 
supplies,  non-formulary  drugs,  medical  supplies,  incontinence 
supplies,  and  specialized  rehabilitation  equipment.

Highways  and  Transportation  (Vote  16) 


The  mandate  of  the  Department  is  to  optimize  transportation’s 
contribution  to  the  social  and  economic  benefit  of  the 
Province  by  developing  and  administering  transportation 
policies  and  programs  by  building,  preserving,  and  regulating 
the  safe  use  of  the  transportation  system. 


Administration  (Subvote  HI01) 

Objective 

To  provide  executive  direction,  leadership  and  central  support 
services  for  the  core  business  activities  of  the  department. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  direction,  and  consultative  and 
advisory  services  to  the  department.  It  is  responsible  for 
providing  human  resource  services  including  labour  relations, 
employee  services,  classification,  staffing,  industrial  relations, 
and  staff  development.  The  program  provides  financial 
assistance  and  support,  including  the  preparation  of  financial 
reports  and  statements,  coordinating  budgets  and  forecasts, 
and  processing  accounts  payable,  accounts  receivable  and 
payroll.  It  also  provides  the  department  with  information 
technology  planning,  acquisition  and  ongoing  support  and  is 
responsible  for  communicating  to  internal  and  external 
audiences  through  strategic  communication  planning,  public 
and  media  relations,  advertising  and  correspondence.  It  also 
provides  geographic  information  services  and  Crown  land 
acquisition  and  management  to  the  department  and  local 
governments. 

Accommodation  and  Central  Services 

(Subvote  HI02) 

Objective 

To  provide  for  payments  to  the  Saskatchewan  Property 
Management  Corporation. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  accommodations  for  office  space, 
equipment  and  materials  storage,  weigh  scale  facilities  and 
materials  testing  laboratories  required  for  department 
activities.  The  program  also  provides  for  mail  services; 
records  management  and  storage;  as  well  as  minor 
renovations  and  major  capital  projects  to  support 
departmental  program  objectives. 


Construction  of  Transportation 
System  (Subvote  HI03) 

Objective 

To  provide  for  the  planning,  design,  and  construction  of  new 
or  upgraded  provincial  highways,  bridges,  airports  and 
municipal  roads  to  meet  the  capital  investment  needs  for  the 
provincial  transportation  system. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  for  the  upgrading  or  new  construction 
of  provincial  highways,  bridges  and  airports  including 
planning,  development  of  engineering  standards,  design  and 
construction  management.  It  also  provides  engineering 
services  for  major  contracted  preservation  and  maintenance 
activities  and  engineering  advisory  services  to  rural 
municipalities  for  designated  rural  roads. 

Logistics,  Planning  and  Compliance 
(Subvote  HI06) 

Objective 

To  develop  strategic  transportation  policies  in  consultation 
with  the  public  and  other  government  organizations, 
administer  transportation  programs,  coordinate  traffic  safety 
initiatives,  and  develop  and  enforce  transportation  legislation 
and  regulations. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  for  improvements  to  the  efficiency  and 
safety  of  Saskatchewan’s  transportation  system  by  pursuing 
lower  transportation,  handling  and  storage  costs  to  assist 
Saskatchewan  industries  in  delivering  their  products  to 
competitive  world  markets.  It  is  also  responsible  for 
facilitating  and  developing  new  methods  for  the  movement  of 
goods  by  truck  and  ensuring  compliance  with  transportation 
laws.  The  program  also  provides  support  for  policy  and 
program  development  as  well  as  planning  support  for  the 
providers  and  users  of  the  transportation  system. 


Preservation  and  Operation  of 
Transportation  System  (Subvote  HI 04) 

Objective 

To  provide  the  preservation  and  preventative  maintenance 
works  required  to  protect  the  public’s  investment  and  provide 
an  appropriate  level  of  service  from  the  transportation 
network. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  for  preventative  maintenance, 
structural  restoration,  snow  and  ice  removal,  traffic  guidance 
and  land  access  management  of  provincial  highways, 
bridges,  airports,  and  ferries  to  ensure  the  safe,  orderly  and 
efficient  movement  of  people  and  goods  and  the  preservation 
of  the  Province’s  investment  in  transportation  facilities. 

The  Revolving  Fund  is  used  to  finance  the  procurement  of 
equipment  used  in  the  preservation  of  the  network  as  well  as 
to  provide  public  improvement  custom  work  for  municipalities, 
other  government  agencies  and  Crown  corporations.

Such  systems  could  be  Indian  specific,  Metis 
specific,  or  a cooperative  arrangement  where  Indians  and 
Metis  form  a joint  partnership,  each  responsible  for  decision 
making  affecting  services  to  their  own  constituency.  This 
program  also  provides  financial  assistance  to  Aboriginal 
educational  institutions  and  employers  to  strategically  link 
potential  employers  with  suitable  Aboriginal  candidates 
through  development  of  an  Aboriginal  inventory,  support 
services,  and  "cross  cultural"  awareness. 


Treaty  Land  Entitlements

This  program  provides  advice  and  support  to  Saskatchewan’s 
relations  with  the  federal  government  and  the  governments  of 
other  Canadian  provinces  and  negotiates  agreements  and 
policies  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan.  It 
also  provides  a grant  to  the  Canadian  Intergovernmental 
Conference  Secretariat  (CICS)  for  services  provided  in 


preparation  for  and  during  meetings  of  First  Ministers, 
Premiers,  Ministers  and  senior  officials.  The  CICS  is  jointly 
funded  by  the  federal  and  provincial  governments. 


International  Relations  (Subvote  IA05) 

Objective 

To  develop  and  implement,  in  partnership  with  line 
departments/agencies,  a strategic  focus  for  the  Province’s 
international  relations  and  to  employ  the  relevant 
mechanisms  of  Canadian  intergovernmental  relations  to 
advance  the  Province’s  international  objectives. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  coordinates,  develops  and  implements  policies 
and  programs  of  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan  in  its 
relations  with  the  governments  of  foreign  jurisdictions  and  the 
governing  bodies  of  international  organizations  and  their 
institutions.  It  also  provides  a grant  to  the  Saskatchewan 
Council  for  International  Cooperation  (SCIC)  to  support 
development  and  emergency  aid  projects  in  developing 
countries. 

Constitutional  Relations 

(Subvote  IA11) 

Objective 

To  provide  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan  with  the  basis 
for  making  fully  informed  policy  decisions  on  constitutional 
issues  and  to  implement  those  decisions  through 
intergovernmental  forums. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  policy  advice  to  the  Government  on 
the  intergovernmental  aspects  of  constitutional  development 
of  the  Canadian  federal  state  and  constitutional  aspects  of 
Saskatchewan’s  relations  with  Aboriginal  peoples.  The 
Branch  also  prepares  and  coordinates  Saskatchewan’s  input 
on  constitutional  elements  of  intergovernmental  meetings, 
discussions  and  negotiations. 


Trade  Policy  (Subvote  IA13)

Program  Delivery 

The  Court  Services  Branch  provides  staff,  courtrooms, 
document  processing  and  filing,  enforcement  mechanisms, 
and  statistical  data  for  the  Court  of  Appeal,  the  Court  of 
Queen's  Bench  and  the  Provincial  Court.  It  also  provides 
support  services  and/or  administers  Commissioners  for 
Oaths,  Notaries  Public,  Marriage  Commissioners  and  Justices 
of  the  Peace.  The  Maintenance  Enforcement  Branch 
administers  and  enforces  payments  ordered  under  law  on 
behalf  of  families.  Consulting  and  advisory  services  offered 
by  Mediation  Services  are  provided  to  assist  the  public  and 
government  departments  in  resolving  disputes  outside  the 
court  system  and  to  assist  individuals  who  request  mediation 
services  in  resolving  disputes  such  as  custody,  parenting 
arrangements,  child/spousal  support,  and  other  civil  matters. 


Legal  Services  (Subvote  JU04) 

Objective 

To  provide  civil  law  services  and  counsel  to  government 
departments  and  agencies;  to  provide  policy  and  technical 
advice  in  relation  to  legislation  and  constitutional  matters;  and 
to  prosecute  criminal  code,  young  offender  and  provincial 
offences.  It  also  publishes  and  distributes  legislation  and 
regulations  and  other  government  publications  through  the 
Queen's  Printer. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Civil  Law  Branch  provides  the  following  legal  services: 
acts  as  counsel  in  lawsuits  against  the  Crown;  prepares  legal 
documents  such  as  consulting  and  personal  service 
agreements,  commercial  agreements,  land  transfers, 
releases,  bonds,  guarantees,  building  contracts  and 
assignments.  It  prepares  legal  opinions  respecting 
interpretations  of  legislative  provisions,  Crown  liability  as  a 
result  of  government  activities,  and  civil  legal  problems  arising 
out  of  government  programs;  participates  in  policy 
development  for  client  agencies;  and  prepares  reports  for  the 
Minister  of  Justice  and  other  members  of  Executive  Council. 
The  Public  Law  Division  provides  legal  and  policy  advice  on 
constitutional  matters  as  well  as  Aboriginal,  human  rights,  and 
trade  law  issues;  supplies  coordination  and  analytical 
services  for  the  development  of  all  legal  and  legislative  policy; 
provides  technical  advice  on  proposed  legislation  to 
departments  and  government  agencies;  and,  drafts  all  Bills 
and  regulations.  The  Policy,  Planning  and  Evaluation  Branch 
provides  support  for  strategic  planning,  policy  analysis, 
program  development,  and  program  analysis  particularly  in 
the  areas  of  family,  criminal,  youth  and  Aboriginal  issues.  It 
also  coordinates  intergovernmental  and  interagency  activities 
through  information  exchange,  policy  development  and 
implementation  planning. 

The  Public  Prosecutions  Division  prosecutes  all  criminal, 
young  offender,  and  provincial  offences  in  all  the  courts  in  the 
Province  and  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  and  advises 
the  Attorney  General/Minister  of  Justice  on  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  in  the 
Province.  It  also  provides  advice  and  guidance  to  municipal 
and  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  in  matters  under 
investigation  and  to  government  agencies  regarding  health 
and  safety,  environmental  law,  wildlife  law,  etc. 

The  program  includes  the  operation  of  the  Queen's  Printer 
Revolving  Fund  which  publishes  and  distributes  Acts, 
regulations,  The  Saskatchewan  Gazette  and  other 
government  publications  to  government  and  non-government 
clients.  It  also  offers  an  electronic  subscription  service  as  an 
alternative  to  paper  copies.  Revenues  earned  are  retained  by 
the  Fund  to  cover  associated  expenses. 
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Community  Justice 

(Subvote  JU05) 

Objective 

To  provide  funding  and  administer  restorative  and  Aboriginal 
programs  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  communities  for 
increased  safety,  security  and  involvement  in  justice  services. 
It  coordinates  and  supports  the  development  of  community- 
based  services  and  funds  the  Aboriginal  Courtworker 
program.  It  also  administers  contracts  for  provincial  police 
services  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police;  administers 
the  national  firearms  control  program;  regulates  the  private 
security  industry;  and,  provides  for  coroners’  investigations. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Community  Services  Branch  coordinates  the 
development  of  a province-wide  restorative  justice  strategy 
for  adult  and  young  offenders.  It  also  administers  and  funds 
Aboriginal  community  justice  initiatives  and  funds  the 
Aboriginal  Courtworker  program. 

The  Law  Enforcement  Branch  administers  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  contracts  and  budgets  to  provide 
provincial,  Aboriginal,  and  municipal  policing  services.  It 
develops  and  implements  appropriate  policing  policy  and 
operates  and  oversees  the  Firearms  Control  Program,  in 
cooperation  with  the  federal  government  and  the 
Saskatchewan  police  community,  to  enhance  public  security. 
It  also  licenses  and  regulates  the  private  security  industry  in 
Saskatchewan. 

The  Coroners  Branch  administers  a province-wide  system  of 
coroners  to  conduct  investigations  on  all  accidents  and 
unnatural  deaths,  and  to  make  recommendations  to  prevent 
similar  deaths. 


Adult  Corrections  (Subvote  JU06) 

Objective 

To  operate  correctional  programs  for  adult  offenders,  provide 
community  and  institutionally  based  intervention  services  and 
administer  alternative  to  incarceration  programs.  It  also 
operates  a commercial  industry  within  the  correctional 
centres  which  assists  in  the  rehabilitation  and  training 
process. 

Program  Delivery 

The  program  offers  a wide  range  of  institutional  services 
including  academic  and  vocational  training,  counselling 
services,  work,  recreational  and  community  service 
programs,  addiction  education,  and  medical  and  dental 
services.  This  program  also  provides  essential  information  to 
the  courts;  develops  and  administers  non-incarceration 
sentencing  and  pre-trial  alternatives;  and  provides 
opportunities  for  selected  offenders  to  participate  in 
community  activities  which  promote  responsible  social 
behaviour  and  work  patterns  and  make  reparation  to  the 
victim  or  community. 

The  program  also  includes  the  operation  of  the  Correctional 
Facilities  Industries  Revolving  Fund  which  provides  job  skill 
training  by  employing  inmates  in  the  production  of  various 
goods  for  government  departments,  Crown  corporations  and 
private  sector  clients.  Revenue  generated  is  retained  by  the 
Fund  and  serves  to  offset  the  costs  of  incarceration. 


Registry  and  Regulatory  Services 

(Subvote  JU07) 

Objective 

To  provide  registration  services  for  property,  security 
interests,  corporations,  and  private  pension  plans;  and  to 
protect  the  rights  of  interest  holders,  consumers  and  the 
legally  incapacitated.  It  also  licenses  and  regulates 
businesses  and  individual  vendors  under  consumer  protection 
legislation. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Land  Titles  program  provides  for  provincially  guaranteed 
ownership  of  land  and  the  recording  of  documents  which 
create  interests  in  land,  such  as  mortgages  and  easements, 
in  order  to  protect  the  person's  entitlement  to  those  interests. 

It  examines  and  registers  land  related  documents  and  survey 
plans;  issues,  updates  and  maintains  perpetual  records  of 
titles;  provides  searches  and  copies  of  documents  as 
required;  and  provides  funding  for  claims  arising  from  an  error 
or  omission  of  the  Land  Titles  system. 

The  Personal  Property  Registry  maintains  a record  of  various 
types  of  registrations,  registered  against  personal  property  in 
Saskatchewan,  and  provides  an  enquiry  system  where 
available  information  registered  against  an  individual, 
business,  motor  vehicle,  mobile  house,  trailer,  or  aeroplane 
can  be  searched. 

The  Corporations  Branch  incorporates  Saskatchewan 
business  corporations  and  registers  extra-provincial 
corporations  qualifying  them  to  carry  on  business  in 
Saskatchewan.  It  also  incorporates  non-profit  corporations, 
cooperatives  and  credit  unions  and  registers  business  names 
and  names  of  homes. 

The  Public  Trustee  administers  dependent  adults'  property  by 
management  and  investment  of  assets,  and  protects  the 
property  rights  of  children  under  eighteen.  It  also  administers 
the  affairs  of  deceased  persons. 

The  Consumer  Protection  Branch  informs  consumers, 
businesses,  and  financial  institutions  about  their  rights  and 
responsibilities  in  the  marketplace;  responds  to  consumer 
complaints  about  the  marketplace;  and  protects  consumers 
through  licensing,  bonding,  inspecting,  and  auditing  regulated 
businesses  and  financial  institutions.  The  branch  oversees 
various  self-regulatory  entities  such  as  the  insurance  councils, 
Credit  Union  Deposit  Guarantee  Corporation  and  the  real 
estate  commission;  and  cooperates  with  independent  Boards 
such  as  Film  Classification  and  Agricultural  Implements  in 
fulfilling  their  roles. 

The  Pension  Benefits  Branch  provides  consultative, 
regulatory  and  registry  services  for  private  pension  funds. 


Boards  and  Commissions 

(Subvote  JU08) 

Objective 

To  provide  funding  and  support  for  the  independent,  quasi- 
judicial boards,  commissions  and  inquiries  which  report  to  the 
Minister  of  Justice. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Farm  Land  Security  Board  provides  security  for  farmers 
by  monitoring  intended  foreclosures,  assisting  during  a 
mediation  period,  and  preparing  reports  to  the  court  if 
mediation  is  unsuccessful.  The  Board  also  administers  home 
quarter  protection  rules  and  determines  if  it  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  farmer  to  relinquish  protection  against 
foreclosure;  monitors  and  investigates  transfers  of  land  to 
non-residents  and  non-agricultural  corporations;  and 
administers  hearings  for  applications  under  The 
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Saskatchewan  Farm  Security  Act,  issues  Orders  of 
Divestment,  and  recommends  prosecutions  for  violations  of 
the  Act.  The  Farm  Tenure  Arbitration  Board  arbitrates  lease 
disputes  between  farmers  and  lending  institutions  involved  in 
the  Farm  Land  Leaseback  Program. 

The  Human  Rights  Commission  promotes  freedom  and 
equality  in  dignity  and  rights  by  investigating  and  settling 
various  complaints  of  discrimination,  conducting  public 
education  activities,  and  promoting  education  and 
employment  equity  programs  in  Saskatchewan. 

The  Saskatchewan  Securities  Commission  provides 
protection  for  Saskatchewan  investors  by  regulating  the  sale 
of  securities  and  enforcing  rules  aimed  at  ensuring  the 
honesty  and  competence  of  those  who  sell  securities  such  as 
shares,  bonds,  and  other  types  of  investments,  in  an  effort  to 
maintain  the  integrity  of  the  market  place.  It  provides 
information  and  education  to  investors  so  they  can  make 
informed  investment  decisions,  and  informs  and  educates 
sellers  and  issuers  of  securities  enabling  them  to  deal 
properly  with  investors. 

The  Surface  Rights  Arbitration  Board  settles  disputes 
between  landowners/occupants  and  operators  of  mineral 
leases  by  providing  procedures  for  acquiring  surface  rights. 
The  Office  of  the  Rentalsman/Provincial  Mediation  Board 
assists  in  resolving  financial  and  other  disputes  between 
landlord  and  tenant,  debtor  and  creditor,  property  owner  and 
municipality  by  conducting  investigations,  providing  mediation 
and  counselling  services,  and  conducting  hearings  to 
adjudicate  disputes. 

The  Saskatchewan  Legal  Aid  Commission  provides  legal 
services  in  criminal  and  civil  matters  to  persons  and 
organizations  financially  unable  to  secure  those  services  from 
their  own  resources. 

The  Saskatchewan  Police  Commission  regulates  municipal 
police  services  and  hears  and  determines  appeals  against 
disciplinary  penalties  or  dismissals.  Through  the 
Saskatchewan  Police  College,  it  provides  training  to 
municipal  police  services. 

The  Office  of  the  Police  Complaints  Investigator  investigates 
and  reviews  all  public  complaints  against  the  police  to  ensure 
both  the  public  and  police  are  guaranteed  a fair  and  thorough 
investigation  of  a complaint. 

The  program  provides  for  hearings  by  the  Saskatchewan 
Advisory  Board  of  Review  and  the  Human  Rights  Board  of 
Inquiry.  Public  inquiries  are  also  funded  through  this 
program. 

Compensation  and  Expenses 

(Subvote  JU09) 

Objective 

To  provide  for  compensation  payments  and  legal  and 
administrative  expenses  to  address  the  wrongful  conviction  of 
David  Milgaard.

The  Department  of  Labour’s  mandate  is  to  regulate  and 
promote  fairness  and  equity  in  Saskatchewan  workplaces.  In 
cooperation  with  working  people,  unions,  and  other 
organizations,  the  Department:  establishes  the  legislative 
framework  for  labour  relations;  promotes,  develops  and 
enforces  occupational  health  and  safety  and  labour 
standards;  assists  in  preventing  and  resolving  workplace 
disputes;  and  advances  policies  and  programs  to  support 
labour  market  adjustment  and  injured  workers. 


Administration  (Subvote  LA01) 

Objective 

To  provide  executive  administration  to  the  Department  of 
Labour,  and  support  services  to  the  department,  the  Labour 
Relations  Board,  and  the  Women’s  Secretariat. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Branch  provides  executive  direction,  leadership  and 
central  administration,  financial  and  human  resource 
management,  and  central  computer  services  to  the 
department.  It  also  provides  administrative  services  to  the 
Women's  Secretariat. 

Accommodation  and  Central  Services 

(Subvote  LA02) 

Objective 

To  pay  for  accommodation  and  services  provided  by  the 
Saskatchewan  Property  Management  Corporation. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  funding  to  the  Saskatchewan  Property 
Management  Corporation  for  delivery  of  a variety  of  services 
which  support  departmental  operations,  including  office  space 
rental,  mail  and  photographic  services,  records  management 
and  minor  renovation  services. 


Labour  Standards  (Subvote  LAOS) 

Objective 

To  promote  and  enforce  minimum  labour  standards  for 
employees  in  Saskatchewan  and  to  ensure  fair  and  equitable 
treatment  of  working  people. 

Program  Delivery 

Officers,  in  eight  district  offices  located  throughout  the 
Province,  promote  minimum  conditions  of  employment 
through  the  enforcement  of  standards  related  to  hours  of 
work,  overtime,  minimum  wage,  annual  holidays,  public 
holidays,  terminations  or  layoffs,  leaves  of  absence  including 
maternity,  paternity  and  bereavement,  and  equal  pay 
provisions.  Officers  investigate  complaints  and  collect  wages 
found  owing  to  employees.  The  branch  coordinates  the 
establishment  of  hearings  to  resolve  disputes  between 
employers  and  employees  and  provides  information  and 
education  respecting  statutory  employment  obligations  and 
rights. 


Labour  Relations  Board 
(Subvote  LA04) 

Objective 

To  administer  the  provisions  of  The  Trade  Union  Act,  The 
Construction  Industry  Labour  Relations  Act,  and  The  Health 
Labour  Relations  Reorganization  Act,  in  a timely  and  cost- 
effective  manner. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  an  independent,  quasi-judicial  tribunal 
to  adjudicate  disputes  that  arise  between  trade  unions  and 
employers.  The  board  operates  through  public  hearings 
followed  by  written  decisions.  Its  decisions  are  final  and 
binding  upon  the  parties.  There  is  no  appeal,  and  review  by 
the  courts  is  strictly  limited. 

Labour  Support  Services 
(Subvote  LAOS) 

Objective 

To  provide  planning,  policy  analysis,  and  research  in  support 
of  labour  programs,  legislation,  and  federal-provincial 
initiatives;  to  support  departmental  activities;  to  manage 
departmental  communications  activities;  and  to  educate 
workers,  employers,  interest  groups,  and  the  public  about 
labour  legislation  and  programs. 

Program  Delivery 

The  division  coordinates  reviews  of  labour  legislation; 
develops  government  policy  on  issues  such  as  labour 
standards  and  labour  adjustment;  provides  research  and 
policy  support  for  departmental  legislative  initiatives;  provides 
a database  for  grievance  arbitration  awards,  and  a database 
of  information  on  wage  settlement  trends  and  negotiated 
working  conditions  and  benefits;  maintains  a library  of 
collective  agreements  filed  in  accordance  with  Section  31  of 
The  Trade  Union  Act;  manages  the  communications  program; 
maintains  the  departmental  library;  provides  research,  policy 
and  administrative  support  for  the  Minimum  Wage  Board  and 
other  public  review  committees  such  as  the  Workers’ 
Compensation  Committee  of  Review;  contributes  to 
interdepartmental  and  intergovernmental  policy  development 
and  initiatives;  and  provides  research  and  policy  support  on 
labour  issues  and  matters  to  the  Premier,  Minister,  Deputy 
Minister  and  operational  branches  within  the  Department  of 
Labour  as  well  as  within  the  realm  of  intergovernmental 
relations  including  the  International  Labour  Organization.  The 
Balancing  Work  and  Family  Initiative  provides  research  and 
resource  development  support  to  the  government’s  initiatives 
on  balancing  work  and  family. 

Occupational  Health  and  Safety 

(Subvote  LA06) 

Objective 

To  promote  and  enforce  a safe  and  healthy  working 
environment  for  workers  in  all  occupations  and  to  ensure 
workers  receive  the  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  under 
The  Workers'  Compensation  Act. 
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Program  Delivery 

This  program  promotes  a safe  and  healthy  workplace  through 
support  for  workplace  occupational  health  and  safety 
committees,  education,  training,  inspections,  accident 
investigations,  and  enforcement  of  workplace  safety 
standards.  The  standards  include  requirements  for  protection 
of  workers  from  physical,  chemical  and  biological  hazards,  as 
well  as  harassment  and  violence.  Through  the  Office  of  the 
Workers'  Advocate,  it  provides  assistance  and  advice  to 
injured  workers  and  their  families  who  have  claims  before  the 
Workers'  Compensation  Board. 


Labour  Relations  and  Conciliation 

(Subvote  LA07) 

Objective 

To  help  resolve  workplace  and  labour-management  disputes 
in  order  to  minimize  conflict  and  work  disruptions,  through 
conciliation,  special  mediation  and  preventative  mediation 
programs;  to  expedite  collective  bargaining;  and  to  monitor 
and  report  on  the  results  of  the  collective  bargaining  process. 

Program  Delivery 

The  branch  provides  conciliation  and  mediation  services  to 
assist  employers  and  unions  in  resolving  disputes  arising  out 
of  the  collective  bargaining  process  and  promotes 
cooperative  labour  management  relations.  It  also  provides 
technical  and  advisory  services  relating  to  industrial  relations, 
and  research  support  for  legislative  initiatives.

Program  Delivery 

The  Speaker,  as  permanent  head  of  the  department,  is 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Economy,  the  all-party 
group  of  Members  responsible  for  the  general  administration 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  This  program  provides  advisory, 
financial,  and  human  resource  services  to  the  Speaker's 
Office  and  the  other  branches  that  support  the  Legislative 
Assembly.  Administratively,  it  provides  office  equipment, 
supplies,  and  central  computer  services  to  the  department, 
including  personnel  assistance  and  basic  office  equipment 
and  supplies  to  the  caucus  offices. 


Accommodation  and  Central  Services 

(Subvote  LG02) 

Objective 

To  provide  for  payments  to  the  Saskatchewan  Property 
Management  Corporation  for  mail  and  records  management 
services  it  provides  to  the  department. 

Legislative  Assembly  Services 

(Subvote  LG03) 

Objective 

To  provide  to  Members  and  their  support  staff,  procedural, 
protocol,  sessional,  security,  legal,  public  information,  and 
parliamentary  library  services  necessary  for  the  operation  of 
the  House  and  its  committees. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  the  elected  representatives  with 
procedural,  protocol,  security,  and  sessional  services.  Public 
information  services  are  provided  through  television 
broadcasting,  verbatim  reports,  legislative  publications, 
educational  material,  and  visitor  services.  The  Legislative 
Library  acquires,  catalogues,  and  provides  access  to 
information  resources  to  support  the  work  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  and  the  elected  Members.  The  Legislative 
Counsel  and  Law  Clerk  provides  Members  with  confidential 
in-house  legislative  legal  services  including  drafting  of  Bills, 
rendering  legal  opinions  as  required,  and  interpreting 
legislation  and  regulations. 


Committees  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  (Subvote  LG04) 

Objective 

To  provide  services  and  funding  for  the  operation  of  standing, 
select,  and  special  committees  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  for  per  diems  and  expense  payments 
for  Members  who  serve  on  all-party  legislative  committees 
during  a period  when  the  House  is  not  in  session.  These 
payments  are  made  in  accordance  with  a directive  authorized 
by  the  Board  of  Internal  Economy.  This  program  also 
provides  support  staff  and  services  for  the  committees  and 
funds  the  production  and  printing  of  verbatim  reports  of  the 
committees. 

Payments  and  Allowances  to 
Individual  Members  (Authorized  by 
Law)  (Subvote  LG05) 

Objective 

To  provide  remuneration  and  expense  allowance  funds  to 
Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  enable  them  to  fulfil 
their  role  as  representatives  of  the  citizens  of  Saskatchewan. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  administers  all  payments  to  Members  in  their 
role  as  MLAs,  including  salary,  per  diem,  and  constituency 
expense  allowance  payments.  It  also  administers  payments 
to  Members  who  perform  additional  duties  relating  to  the  day- 
to-day  operations  of  the  House  which  includes  the  Deputy 
Speaker,  the  Deputy  Chair  of  Committees,  the  Opposition 
House  Leader,  Whips,  Deputy  Whips,  Chairs  of  Standing 
Committees,  and  the  Leaders  of  the  Opposition  and  Third 
Party.  Payments  are  authorized  in  statute,  with  amounts 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Internal  Economy. 

Caucus  Operations  (Authorized  by 
Law)  (Subvote  LG06) 

Objective 

To  provide  funding  to  Government  and  Opposition  caucuses, 
independent  Members,  and  the  offices  of  the  Leaders  of  the 
Opposition  and  Third  Party  for  research,  secretarial  services, 
and  general  expenses. 

Program  Delivery 

Grant  payments,  authorized  in  statute,  are  prorated  and  paid 
monthly  in  arrears  to  caucuses,  independent  Members,  and 
the  offices  of  the  Leaders  of  the  Opposition  and  Third  Party. 
The  annual  grant  amounts  are  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Internal  Economy;  caucus  grants  are  based  on  a formula  that 
considers  the  number  of  private  Members  in  each  caucus. 
The  funds,  administered  by  the  caucus  or  the  opposition 
office,  are  used  for  equipment  and  supplies,  and  general 
operating  expenses.  The  payments  also  fund  secretarial  and 
research  services  necessary  for  the  Members  of  the  caucus 
and  the  Leaders  of  the  Opposition  and  Third  Party  to  perform 
their  duties. 
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Ombudsman  and  Children’s 
Advocate  (Subvote  LG07) 

Objective 

The  Ombudsman  investigates  complaints  respecting 
administrative  actions  and  decisions  of  government  and, 
where  warranted,  recommends  corrective  action  to  the 
Government  and  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  Children's  Advocate  participates  in  community  education, 
helps  to  resolve  disputes  respecting  children  receiving 
government  services,  conducts  investigations  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the  Government  and  the  Legislative 
Assembly. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Provincial  Ombudsman  is  an  officer  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  who  receives  complaints  from  the  public  against 
actions  and  decisions  of  provincial  government  agencies  and 
departments.  She  then  undertakes  an  independent 
investigation  of  those  complaints  and,  where  warranted, 
recommends  corrective  action  to  the  Government  and/or  the 
Legislative  Assembly. 

The  Children's  Advocate  is  an  officer  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  who  exercises  a broad  mandate  to  undertake  such 
activities  as  will  assist  to  promote  the  interests  of  and  act  as  a 
voice  for  children  who  receive  government  services.  She 
participates  in  public  education,  helps  to  resolve  disputes, 
conducts  independent  investigations  and  recommends 
improvements  of  programs  for  children  to  the  Government 
and/or  the  Legislative  Assembly. 


Conflict  of  Interest  Commissioner 

(Subvote  LG09) 

Objective 

To  provide  for  the  disclosure  of  assets  by  Members  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  and  to  advise  Members  on  conflict  of 
interest  issues  in  accordance  with  The  Members'  Conflict  of 
Interest  Act. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Conflict  of  Interest  Commissioner,  as  a statutory  officer  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  supervises  and  facilitates 
disclosure  of  assets  by  Members  and  advises  on  matters 
related  to  conflicts  of  interest.  The  Commissioner  is 
authorized  to  review  and  provide  an  opinion  regarding 
compliance  with  the  Act  if  requested  by  a Member  or  the 
President  of  the  Executive  Council,  and  may  conduct  an 
inquiry  if  requested  by  the  Legislative  Assembly. 


Freedom  of  Information  and  Privacy 
Commissioner  (Subvote  LG08) 

Objective 

To  review  government  decisions  under  The  Freedom  of 
Information  and  Privacy  Act  to  ensure  that  all  applicants  have 
equal  access  to  records  held  or  controlled  by  the 
Government. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Freedom  of  Information  Commissioner,  as  a statutory 
officer  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  assists  individuals, 
groups,  or  agencies  who  have  been  denied  access  to  a 
record  or  part  of  a record  that  they  have  requested  under  The 
Freedom  of  Information  Act.  In  response  to  an  application 
from  the  affected  party,  the  Freedom  of  Information 
Commissioner  reviews  the  decision  by  the  Government  to 
refuse  the  request  for  information,  and  rules  on  whether  this 
decision  falls  within  the  guidelines  of  the  Act.

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Municipal  Government  (Vote  24) 

The  mandate  of  the  Department  is  to  enable  communities  to 
provide  local  governance,  public  protection,  social  housing, 
and  access  to  sport,  recreation,  culture,  and  information.  The 
Department  works  in  partnership  with  communities  by 
providing  financial  and  technical  support  and  by  developing 
legislation,  regulations  and  other  policies  to  meet  the 
changing  needs  of  Saskatchewan  people. 


Administration  (Subvote  MG01) 

Objective 

To  provide  executive  direction  and  leadership;  central 
administration,  financial  and  human  resource  management, 
and  communications  services  to  the  department. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Minister’s  and 
Deputy  Minister’s  offices.  The  following  central  services  are 
provided  to  the  department:  budget  preparation,  accounting, 
financial  management,  procurement,  mail  services,  and 
accommodations;  personnel  administration,  employee 
relations,  staff  recruitment  and  development;  computer 
systems  support  and  maintenance;  and  coordination  of  all 
communications  programs. 

Accommodation  and  Central  Services 

(Subvote  MG02) 

Objective 

To  provide  accommodation,  office  services,  and 
communications  which  support  the  department's  operations. 

Program  Delivery 

Provides  payments  to  the  Saskatchewan  Property 
Management  Corporation  for  office  accommodation,  mail  and 
photographic  services,  records  management  and  minor 
renovation  services. 


Housing  (Subvote  MG07) 

Objective 

To  develop  and  deliver  through  its  housing  agency,  the 
Saskatchewan  Housing  Corporation,  programs  to  improve  the 
affordability,  quality  and  availability  of  housing  for  residents 
with  an  identified  need. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  develops,  delivers,  and  administers  housing 
programs  in  Saskatchewan.  It  provides  low  income  families, 
seniors  and  other  groups  with  an  identified  need,  the 
opportunity  to  achieve  or  maintain  independence  through 
subsidized  rents  and  access  to  certain  existing  community- 
based  services.  As  well,  assistance  is  provided  to  low 
income  homeowners  to  assist  with  essential  home  repairs  or 
to  improve  accessibility. 


Municipal  Services  (Subvote  MG03) 

Objective 

To  provide  a legislative  and  policy  framework  for  the 
operation  of  local  government,  to  develop  the  capacity  of  the 
municipal  system;  and  to  support  the  planning  and 
development  of  municipalities  and  municipal  services. 


Program  Delivery 

Services  include  community  planning  assistance,  legislation 
and  policy  development,  and  municipal  advisory  services; 
management  of  financial  programs;  northern  development; 
the  collection,  research  and  analysis  of  municipal  data;  and 
education  and  training  of  municipal  officials.  This  program 
provides  legislative  support  services  to  other  units  of  the 
department.  Grants  are  provided  for  intermunicipal 
cooperation.  Development  of  the  Saskatchewan  91 1 system 
in  conjunction  with  SaskTel,  is  managed  as  part  of  this 
program. 

Municipal  Financial  Assistance 

(Subvote  MG  14) 

Objective 

To  support  the  financial  viability  of  municipalities  and  related 
authorities  and  agencies. 

Program  Delivery 

Financial  assistance  is  provided  to  and  for  the  benefit  of 
municipalities  through  unconditional  grants  and  through 
grants  for  municipal  infrastructure,  transit  for  the  disabled,  and 
property  assessment  management.  Grants  supporting  urban 
parks  are  provided. 

Infrastructure  Assistance 

(Subvote  MG  12) 

Objective 

To  enable  Canada,  Saskatchewan  and  municipalities  to 
undertake  a program  of  investment  to  renew  and  enhance  the 
quality  of  infrastructure  and  to  provide  for  timely  and  effective 
employment  creation. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  funding  for  proposed  capital  projects 
that  result  from  participation  in  the  Canada-Saskatchewan 
Infrastructure  Works  Program  and  administration  of  the 
Saskatchewan  Infrastructure  Program. 


Public  Safety  (Subvote  MG05) 

Objective 

To  provide  safety  standards  to  industry  and  the  general  public 
in  the  areas  of  boiler  and  pressure  vessel;  elevator  and 
amusement  ride  installations;  building  and  accessibility 
standards;  fire  protection;  and  licensing  of  persons  engaged 
in  work  of  gas  and  electrical  installation.  Training  and 
guidance  is  provided  to  municipalities  in  the  areas  of 
emergency  planning  and  fire  service  training. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  is  divided  into  four  sub-programs  involving 
Inspection  Services,  Office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  Building 
Standards  and  Emergency  Planning.  The  Inspection  Services 
program  provides  regulatory  and  enforcement  activities 
related  to  inspection  certification,  registration,  and  licensing 
on  a fee-for-service  basis  to  minimize  the  risks  and  hazards 
associated  with  the  widespread  use  of  boilers,  pressure 
vessels,  elevating  devices,  amusement  rides  and  gas  and 
electrical  installations.  The  Fire  Protection  programs  provide 
for  fire  prevention  inspections,  fire  investigation,  public 
education  programs,  the  maintenance  and  dissemination  of 
fire  loss  statistics,  fire  fighter  training  and  education,  code 
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enforcement,  and  support  services  to  municipalities  to 
enhance  their  capabilities  to  deliver  their  own  fire  prevention 
programs.  The  Building  Standards  program  sets  provincial 
building  and  accessibility  standards,  reviews  municipal 
building  bylaws,  advises  municipalities,  building  owners, 
contractors  and  designers  in  the  application  of  the  provincial 
standards,  administers  licensing  of  building  officials,  and 
assists  the  Saskatchewan  Building  and  Accessibility 
Standards  Appeal  Board.  The  Emergency  Planning  program 
prepares  and  maintains  the  provincial  emergency  response 
plans;  provides  central  coordination  for  government 
resources  during  a state  of  emergency,  ensuring  government 
departments  and  Crown  corporations  comply  with  the  Cabinet 
directive  for  emergency  planning;  and  assists  in  the 
development  of  local  government  emergency  planning 
activities. 


Heritage  (Subvote  MG08) 

Objective 

To  ensure  the  sustainable  conservation  and  management  of 
Saskatchewan's  heritage  resources. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  administers  legislation  and  regulations; 
programs  of  research,  policy  and  planning;  and  program 
development.  It  operates  the  Royal  Saskatchewan  Museum 
and  Government  House  Heritage  Property  as  educational, 
research  and  tourism  facilities.  It  provides  support  to  the 
Saskatchewan  Heritage  Foundation,  and  provides 
consultative  service  to  community  heritage  projects. 


Culture  (Subvote  MG09) 

Objective 

To  provide  leadership  to  the  cultural  sector  including 
leadership  in  the  arts,  cultural  industries,  muiticulturalism, 
and  immigrant  settlement  through  the  coordinated 
development  of  policy,  legislation,  and  program  direction  to 
ensure  that  the  creative,  economic  and  social  impacts  of 
these  sectors  are  maximized  for  the  benefit  of  ail 
Saskatchewan  people. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  coordinates  with  other  government  agencies 
(federal/provincial/municipai)  and  the  non-government  sector, 
the  development  of  policies,  legislation  and  program  direction 
in  arts,  cultural  industries,  muiticulturalism,  and  immigrant 
settlement.  This  includes  issues  such  as  new  media  and 
intercultural  understanding.  Financial  assistance  is  provided 
to  arts,  cultural  industries,  and  multicultural  organizations,  as 
well  as  for  immigrant  settlement. 

Sport,  Recreation  and  Lotteries 
Coordination  (Subvote  MG10) 

Objective 

To  develop  and  monitor  legislation,  policies  and  services  that 
assist  municipalities,  and  voluntary  provincial  and  community- 
based  sport  and  recreation  organizations  in  providing 
effective  and  accessible  programs  using  lottery  proceeds. 


Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  strategic  planning  and  policy 
development  for  municipalities  and  voluntary  organizations 
comprising  the  provincial  delivery  system  as  supported  by 
lottery  proceeds.  It  also  administers  legislation  and 
regulations  governing  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets  as  well  as  the 
distribution  and  use  of  lottery  profits.  This  program  develops 
alliances  and  partnerships  with  other  public  and  voluntary 
service  providers,  showing  how  sport  and  recreation  can  be 
used  as  community  development  strategy  as  well  as  to 
address  other  important  issues.  It  also  administers  major 
competitive  games  programs. 


Provincial  Library  (Subvote  MG06) 

Objective 

To  work  with  libraries  in  Saskatchewan  to  ensure  equitable 
access  to  library  resources  and  services  for  all  Saskatchewan 
residents. 

Program  Delivery 

Under  the  Public  Libraries  Act,  the  Provincial  Library  is 
responsible  for:  coordinating  the  lending  of  books  between 
libraries;  answering  in-depth  reference  questions;  buying 
library  materials  not  available  in  other  libraries,  including 
books  not  in  English;  creating  a database  of  the  books  and 
periodicals  in  Saskatchewan;  providing  cataloguing  data; 
providing  training;  administering  grants  to  the  public  library 
systems;  conducting  research;  and,  compiling  public  library 
statistical  information.  The  Provincial  Library  is  working 
toward  the  development  of  a multi-type  library  system  which 
will  link  public,  school,  academic  and  special  libraries.  A 
province-wide  electronic  information  data  network  that  will 
eventually  connect  all  libraries  in  Saskatchewan  is  being 
developed. 


Gaming  Funds  (MG13) 

Objective 

To  oversee  the  administration  of  the  Associated  Entities  Fund 
and  the  First  Nations  Fund. 

Program  Delivery 

The  Gaming  Corporation  Act,  Part  III  and  IV,  put  in  place 
agreements  to  guide  the  actions  of  the  First  Nations  Fund 
Trustees  and  Associated  Entities  Fund  Trustees. 
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Personal  Services

This  program  provides  financial  management  and 
administrative  support  to  the  department  as  well  as  to  the 
Department  of  Education  in  the  centrally  administered 
functions  of  accounting,  asset  acquisition,  budgeting, 
communications  and  human  resources. 

Accommodation  and  Central  Services 

(Subvote  PE02) 

Objective 

To  provide  for  the  Department's  portion  of  payments  to  the 
Saskatchewan  Property  Management  Corporation  for  office 
accommodation,  mail  services,  records  management  and 
minor  renovation  services  shared  with  the  Department  of 
Education. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  delivers  a variety  of  centralized  services 
including  office  accommodation,  mail  services,  photographic 
services  and  acquisition  of  supplies  and  services. 

Student  Support  and  Employment 
Programs  (Subvote  PE05) 

Objective 

To  administer  training  allowances  for  low  income  students  in 
approved  basic  education  and  related  training  programs;  to 
administer  the  Canada  and  Saskatchewan  Student  Loans 
programs  for  students  enrolled  in  approved  post-secondary 
education  programs;  to  create  employment  for  post- 
secondary students  over  the  summer;  to  provide  employment 
services  and  programs  for  social  assistance  recipients;  and  to 
provide  support  services  including  career  services,  education 
equity,  and  credit  transfer  services. 

Program  Delivery 

This  Program  provides  administrative  support  and  delivery  of 
the  various  financial  assistance  programs  including:  Canada 
Student  Loans,  Saskatchewan  Student  Loans,  Forgivable 
Loans,  Loan  Remission  for  Special  Incentive  Students, 
Interest  Write-Down  Program,  Provincial  Interest  Relief, 
Provincial  Training  Allowance,  and  Provincial  Youth 
Allowance.  The  Program  provides  administrative  support  and 
delivery  of  various  employment  programs  including: 
Saskatchewan  Partnerships  Student  Employment  Program, 
Employment  Development  Programs,  and  the  New  Careers 
Corporation. 


Post-Secondary  Education 

(Subvote  PE03) 

Objective 

To  provide  financial,  program  and  administrative  support  to 
institutions,  agencies  and  other  partners  involved  in  the 
development,  delivery  and  evaluation  of  post-secondary 
education.  It  also  provides  operating  and  capital  grants  to 
universities,  technical  institutes  and  regional  colleges,  and 
grant  assistance  to  develop  multi-media  courses  and  distance 
education  delivery. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  grant  funding  for  universities, 
federated,  affiliated  and  regional  colleges,  the  Gabriel 
Dumont  Institute  and  the  Saskatchewan  Institute  of  Applied 
Science  and  Technology  (SIAST),  as  well  as  funding  for 
construction,  renovations  and  multi-media  course 
development  at  universities,  federated  and  regional  colleges, 
and  SIAST.  It  also  provides  administrative  support  for  the 
licensing  and  monitoring  of  private  vocational  schools. 


Training  Programs  (Subvote  PE04) 

Objective 

To  provide  financial,  program  and  administrative  support  to 
institutions,  agencies  and  industries  involved  in  the 
development,  delivery  and  evaluation  of  literacy,  basic 
education,  skills  training,  apprenticeship,  and  trade 
certification.  To  provide  support  to  industry  sectors  and 
communities  for  sectoral  human  resource  planning  and 
development. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  administrative  support  and  delivery  for 
various  training  programs  and  services,  including 
apprenticeship  and  trade  certification,  JobStart/Future  Skills 
program,  literacy  and  basic  education  and  skills  training,  as 
well  as  rehabilitative  vocational  training  for  disabled  persons. 
It  also  provides  administrative  support  for  sectoral  human 
resource  planning. 

Saskatchewan  Communications 
Network  (Subvote  PE06) 

Objective 

To  support  a broadcast  network  which  provides  informational, 
cultural  and  educational  programming,  including  curriculum 
support  material  for  schools,  a training  network  that  provides 
secondary  and  post-secondary  credit  courses  to  students 
across  the  province,  and  training  opportunities  for  businesses 
and  public  agencies  and  organizations.  To  provide 
development  in  new  media  and  multi-media  management. 

Program  Delivery 

This  program  provides  administrative  support  for  the 
Saskatchewan  Communications  Network.
